Fluctuates 


The price of firewood in the Colony 
is Nuctuating daily, and is at the pre- 
sent time slightly higher than about 
na week ogo, when 23 catties could 
be bought for $1. Yesterday, the 
amount obtainable for, $1 varied be- 
tween 20 and 21 cattles, 


The chief cause of the increase is a 
shortage of firewood supplies, and the 
matter is at present receiving the 
closest attention of Government who, 
It was stated yesterday, “are taking 
very active steps to relieve the whole 
situation.” ; 


The Sino-Japanese conilict has 
affected shipments of wood cargo to 
Hongkong from sevéral contres In 
China, and has also resulted in the 
stoppage of supplies from Wuchow 
which previously sent to Hongkong 
most of the wood needed here. 


Firewood is obtainnble. from 
Singapore and Sandakan, and it was 
learned that steps have already been 
undertaken to facilitate shipments 
from the former port, On Saturday 
1,000 tons of wood from Singapore 
nnd-Penang-was-discharged here,_and. 
information indicates that another 
16,000 piculs is due shortly. 


li is interesting to recall that in 
October 1937, when: the Increase in 
retail prices of certain essential com- 
modities in the local markets was 
marked by a rapid rise, the price of 
wood from Wuchow then stood at $1 
for-50 cuttles as compared with the 
previous rate of $1 for 100. catties, in 
July of the same year. At that time 
also, $1 bought 65  catties from 
Sondakan as compared with the July 
rate of $Y for 130 cattles from the 
same source. 


It will be seen that the present 
prices are the highest yet attained.

| WHAT WITH RAIN: AND VOLUNTEER

—Roviewing Britain's food 
situation in the House of Lords 
to-day, Lord Woolton, the Food 
Minister, said that Britain would 
haye to be ready—.for much 
greater restrictions than had yet 
been experienced. 

But, he snid, though Britain 
had lost ships and would lose 
more. ships, she had not lost 
command of the seas and she 
would still continue to import, 

“We shull find the. importing cap- 
acity of this country reduced because 
of the care it is necessary for us to 
take of. our ships. 

“The food supplics brought to this 
country aro not in imminent danger 
of oir attack.’ Our port facilities 
whien have been reduced will be re~ 
duced still further. Our merchant 
seamen have not lost their sicill, 
courage or enterprise. They will 
still bring ships to these shores. 

“Ll belleve that dock labourers and 
shipyard workers will spare no 
efforts to see that these ships are 
unloaded quickiy. and will be speedily 
repaired in the shipyards if need be." 

+ Stating that we had grown luxuri- 
ous and must be ready for greater 
restrictions than we had yet ex- 
Perlenced, Lord Woolton sald: “I 
may' say without undue optimism 
that our bread position is strong.” 
' Greatest Weakness 

Stating that Britain's, greatest food 
weaknessewas in the lack of animat 
protein, Lord Woolton sald that In

The surveying ships work 
out of sight and largely out 
of mind, often in lonely places 
fur from civilisation. A sur- 
vey of a const,or harbour em- 
braces an exact triangulation, 
ustronomical observations, to- 
pographical work,’ tidal re- 
cords aver a long period, the 
compilation of ‘sailing direc- 
tions, selection and drawing 
of views most likely to be use- 
ful, and soundings.

Mr Silva said that the claim was 
for salary from April, 1939 to January, 
1941 at the rate of 40 rupees a month, 
ns well ns deck passage back to Cey- 
lon. The defence was that plaintiff 
was earning $10 a month, plus {free 
board ard Jodging, nnd a denial of 
the claim. for passage on the ground 
that Wadood was employed locally. 

Engaged In Coylon 

Evidence would be called, Went on 
Mr Silva, to establish that plaintiff 
was engaged in Ceylon by a partner 
of defendant company, through whom 
he obtained a visa to come to Hong- 
kong. - : 

Plaintiff told the Court that he was 
first engaged aso diamond craftsman 
and sem-cutter by defendants in 1936 
through Mr Abdul, who was his 
brother-in-law and a partner of the 
firm. He came to Hongkong in 
October the sume year but returned 
to Ceylon In May, 1937 because of ill- 
health, | 

In March, 1939, while he was In 
Ceylon Mr Abdul asked him to take 
up his old post with the firm ‘in 
Hongkong at a salary of 40 rupecs a 
month and free passage back nat.the 
termination of his employment, which 
was for three years, He uecepted 
and on arriving in Hongkong, he told 
Khabeel of ‘the .terms, at the same 
time asking him = to put them in 
writing. Khabeel became angry at 
this saying that it was not necessary 
to put the terms In writing. 

No Regular Salary 

He did not press the matter further 
and continued with his work until 
some time ‘in December, 1940, 
During, his employment he did not 
draw a regular ‘salary but tool ad- 
vances from time to time, the amounts 
to be made-up at the end of his 
services, He took altogether $350.50, 

On December 17, 1940. a diamond 
ring was sold for $140 and he asked 
Khabeel for the moncy as he wanted 
to send It back to Ceylon. - Khabeel 
agreed and asked him, to enter the 
necount in the book. 

He terminated his employment as 
the result of a letter which he found
